surrendered to officers. That 
ended a potentially explosive 
confrontation between the in­ 
mates and numerous armed 
officers. 
The inmates early Saturday 
released Melvin Smith, 38, a 
correctional officer from Keo­ 
kuk.

We also urge the parents to 
see that their children are 
aware of the Bicycle Safety 
Rules, which appear in this 
article. 
For every IO youngsters from 
the age of five to sixteen there 
are 
approxim ately 
eight 
bicycles, and each of these bikes 
has a rider of course. There are 
over 100,000,000 bicycles in use 
in America today, and it is 
expected that this figure will 
increase from 5 per cent to IO 
per cent this summer agains. 
A national survey shows that 
bicycling is the second most 
popular 
participant 
sport. 
Swimming was number one, 
with camping and fishing rating 
third. 
Each year in the State of 
Indiana alone there are nearly 
2,000 accidents involving bicycle 
riders. Last year 39 boys and 
girls were killed, with 1,796 
injured. This means that in the 
State of Indiana we average five 
injuries a day, of course most of 
these bicycle accidents occur in 
the summer months so the daily 
summer avaerage would be 
much higher, in fact nearly 50 
per cent of these accidents 
occur in the summer vacation 
months. 
Statistics show that nearly 80 
per cent of Bicycle Accidents 
are due to the bicyclist failing to 
obey the law, and very simple

Each 
bicycle 
should 
be 
carefully inspected for loose or 
faulty equipment, these things 
cause accidents with bicycles as 
well as cars. 


Handle Bars, should be ad­ 
justed 
to 
the 
rider 
and 
tightened, hand grips should be 
in place and fit tight. Front and 
back wheel should be aligned 
and tighten, replace missing 
spokes and tighten them. 
A bike should have good tires, 
if they are worn or cracked they 
should be replaced. 
Pedals should be in place and 
replaced if missing or broken, 
check the chain to be sure it is 
tight enough and not worn. The 
brakes, by all means be sure are 
in proper working condition, if 
you are in doubt about the 
reliability of them do not 
hesitate to replace or rebuild 
them, for approximately $2.00 to 
$5.00you can’t afford to take the 
chance. 
In the State of Indiana it is the 
Law, that each bicycle rider 
must stop for stop streets, 
autom atic signals, em erging 
from driveways or alleys onto a 
public street etc., the same as 
the driver of a car. 
When riding in a group no 
more than two abreast and only 
one to a bicycle, (except a 
bicycle built for 2). No person 
who rides a bike shall cling to 
any type motor vehicle, no rider 
shall carry any package or 
article that prevents him from 
using both hands to steer the 
bicycle. 
These are bulk of the Indiana 
Laws that pertain to bicycle 
riders, they are the most abused 
and the most dangerous when 
ignored. These Laws are for the 
purpose of protecting the riders 
and our youngsters should know 
them and obey them. 
If a child is struck by a motor 
vehicle while riding his bike, he 
is very likely to be severely 
injured. Let’s all make a very 
special effort to guard against 
your child becoming a statistic.

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A WEEKLY HOOSIER HISTORICAL COLUMN 
By Laura Brett and Rev. Joseph Delgatto 


In recent years Indiana has 
not played an im portant part in 
national politics. But before the 
turn of the century and for some 
years after 1900, Indiana was an 
im portant state on the national 
political scene. She furnished 
one 
p resid en t, 
four 
vice 
presid en ts 
and 
num erous 
cabinet officers. 


At the turn of the century one 
of her senators in Washington 
was a proud, rather arrogant 
man 
who 
switched 
political 
parties and beliefs. He authored 
many pieces of legislation which 
changed the face of America. 
His nam e was Albert Jerm iah 
Beveridge. 


Beveridge was a poor farm 
boy who was born on October 6, 
1862 on a farm in Highland 
County Ohio. The young farm 
son grew up in an age when 
individualism flourished and if 
there ever was a person who 
fitted no mold it was Albert 
Beveridge. He cam e to Indiana 
via 
Asbury 
University 
(now 
D ePauw ) 
from 
which 
he 
graduated in 1886. The sam e 
year he cam e to Indianapolis 
seeking an apprenticeship in a 
law office. He was refused a 
place in Benjamin Harrison’s 
law office and got his start with 
another firm. By 1893 he had his 
own 
p ra c tic e 
which 
he 
described as “ the second best 
single 
p ra c tic e 
in 
tow n.” 
Beveridge was not prim arily 
interested in law. He used it as a 
stepping stone to politics where 
he could be respected, adm ired 
and acclaim ed. 
By 1899 he was ready to seek a 
seat in the United States Senate. 
A lot of people thought he was 
just a little forward because he 
had never held any office at all 
and here he was contending with 
the professional politicians for a 
political plum. These were the 
days when the state legislatures 
elected 
the 
U nited 
State 
Senators and Beveridge cam ­ 
paigned with the Republican 
dominated General Assembly to 
get elected. To every o n e’s 
surprise (except Beveridge’s) 
he was elected by the state law 
m akers on January 17, 1899. 
The new junior senator from 
Indiana startled the senate on 
his second day in office by 
making a m ajor speech on the 
Senate floor. This had never 
been done before but Beveridge 
would do a lot of things never 
done before in that solemn body. 
As he took his seat the Hoosier 
was on record as a staunch 
supporter of the established 
order. 
He was all 
for big 
business and the billion dollar 
corporations then coming into 
existence. He wanted America 
to 
expand 
her 
overseas 
possessions and to be a world 
power. He voted for a protective 
tariff so that American business 
would flourish in 
its own 
country. As for the menance 
known 
as organized 
labor 
Beveridge was against it—at 
first that is. 
As 
the 
nineteen 
hundreds 
rolled in labor was making its 
impact on American life. Big 
strikes were common and with 
them often cam e violence. The 
scope of labor violence changed 
the H oosiers outlook on big 
business and America. He was 
frightened that the nation would 
come to revolution if something 
was not done 
Beveridge’s support for big 
business was being given a 
tough test in the early nineteen 
hundreds. He began to notice 
that his idols in those corprate 
offices were not doing the right 
thing by the people. Tainted 
meat was being thrown on the 
m ark et. 
P aten t 
m edicines 
contained ingredients unknown 
to the consumer and many 
corporations were free to do as 
they liked in order to fatten their 
profits. Beveridge knew that if 
something were not done to 
force the corporations to clean 
house then the bloody revolution 
he feared was not far off. He 
warned the corporate leaders 
that “private fortune is a public 
trust.” If they would not take 
steps to deal fairly with their 
workers and the consumer then 
the federal government would 
do it for them. 
Today 
we 
take 
m eat 
in­ 
spection for granted. The law 
which established federal in­ 
spection of meat was the work of 
Albert Beveridge. Another thing 
we take for granted is the listing 
of 
ingredients 
on 
every 
processed food or drug we buy 
over the counter. This law was 
the work of Beveridge and is 
known as The Pure Food and 
Drug Act. 
These m easures and others 
alienated Beveridge from most 
of 
his 
m ore 
conservative 
R epublican 
colleagues 
on 


capitol hill, as well as back 
home in Indiana. His second 
term ended in 1912 when the 
Democrats swept into office 
defeating 
a 
badly 
split 
Republican Party. 
The split was caused 
by 
progressives like Beveridge and 
Theodore Roosevelt bolting the 
Republican P arty to form the 
Progressive or “Bull Moose” 
party. Beveridge went along 
into the new party hoping to 
capture more political honors. 
By 1916 the Progressive party 
was dying and most of its 
Republican converts had been 
received back into the G.O.P. 
fold including Albert Jerm iah 
Beveridge. The Hoosier tried to 
capture again his old senate 
seat, to tun for Governor and 
even 
m ade 
a 
try 
for 
the 
presidency. He failed in all of 
these and retired to private life. 
He was now free to turn his 
attention to his wife and two 
children. He had a beautiful new 
home on the Indianaplis north 
side and a vacation retreat at 
Beverly Farm s, Massechusetts. 
He was also at liberty to resum e 
his Indianapolis law practice. 
He decided against this because 
his wife had independent means 
and he had found another way to 
rem ain in the public eye and 
receive the public’s acclaim he 
hungered for. 
For years he had been sup­ 
plementing his senate income 
by writing articles. He was a 
re g u la r c o n trib u te r to The 
Saturday Evening Post. He had 
decided to expand his articles on 
the life of Chief Justice Marshall 
into a full scale biography. In 
1920 his biography of the form er 
Supreme Court Justice won the 
Pulitzer Prize for literature. 
His next project was a m ulti- 
volume biography of Abraham 
Lincoln. He traveled all along 
Lincoln’s route from Kentucky 
to Washington D C. in search of 
m aterial for his planned work. 
He had finished a few volumes 
on Lincoln when he was stricken 
with a heart attack in the spring 
of 1927. On the twenty-seventh of 
April he died with the work still 
unfinished. His wife published 
the Lincoln m aterial he had 
finished and historians hailed it 
as a m ilestone in Lincoln 
biography. 
Although 
A bert 
Jerm iah 
Beveridge is forgotten by a lot of 
people today, his tenure as a 
United 
States 
Senator 
from 
Indiana changed the face of 
America. 


Bowen Speaks Against 
‘Rigging’ The Primary 


Several of the questions at 
the conference concerned 
a 
statem ent by Bowen that he 
has “ serious re se rv a tio n s’’ 
about a state slating convention 
and felt such a procedure was 
of “questionable political wis­ 
dom ” and “could create the 
image of machine candidates.” . 
Milligan, 
in 
particular, 
has 
backed such a slating conven­ 
tion as a way of keeping the 
party active in the candidate- 
selection process now that a 
1975 law removes selection of 
nominees for governor, lieuten­ 
ant governor and U.S. senator 
from the party convention and 
puts it in a direct prim ary. 
Milligan said the difference of 
opinion between himself and 
the governor on the slating 
convention is not a split but a 
reflection 
f 
their 
differing 
areas of responsibility. “The 
governor is an elected official 
we hope will be re-elected for 
the first tim e since a change in 
the 
constitution 
in 
1852,” 
Milligan said. “ His concern is 
prim arily state government. I 
am chairm an of the Republican 
Central 
Committee 
and 
I 
answer 
to 
the 
Republican 
Central Committee which is 
something less than the total 
population of the state.” 
Bowen, in his speech, said of 
the direct prim ary: “I cannot 
help 
but 
believe 
that 
it 
represents the will of the people 
of Indiana. I believe that we 
ought to approach the m atter of 
the direct prim ary in the most 
positive sort of way. It may be 
that the prim ary can be utilized 
as a vehicle for broadening 
public support for the Republi­ 
can p arty .” 
But Bowen said “with respect 
to the possibility of inaugurat­ 
ing a state slating convention to 
evaluate statewide candidates, 
I would say that I have rather 
serious reservations about it. I 
fear 
that 
it 
represents 
a 
procedure that does not have 
wide public 
acceptance and 
that is of questionable political 
wisdom. I an concerned that it 
poses more potential for divi­ 
siveness 
than 
it 
does 
for 
cohesion.” 
The governor said he did not 
believe “the supporters of the 
new law for a direct prim ary 
would consider it a mechanism 
consistent with the philosophy 
of a direct prim ary for state 
candidates.” However, he said

NEW YORK (UPI) — It s an 
unlikely group, the middle-aged 
man, his hair slightly graying, 
mingling with the five young 
long-haired musicians. 
The music is equally unlikely, 
a synthesis of sounds spanning 
50-plus years and touching upon 
rock, blues and classical, bebop 
and jazz. 
There is a sense of history to 
the gathering, the thought that 
the happening on stage is one 
of those rare occurrences in 
which historians seek to docu­ 
ment the transition between 
eras. 
Jazz pianist Dave Brubeck 
sm iles at such analysis. To 
him, it s a very simple thing. 
The music he and others of 
his age learned and nurtured 
into 
th e ir 
own 
style, 
he 
believes, is a natural antece­ 
dent to the high-decibel sounds 
heard on pop radio stations 
today. And to categorize music 
by birthdates is to border on 
fallacy. 
To prove his point, the star 
jazz pianist and two (some­ 
times three) of his sons are 
traveling the country present­ 
ing 
what 
they 
call 
“Two 
Generations of Brubeck” and 
have issued an album by the 
sam e name. Other outstanding 
young 
musicians 
join 
them 
from time to time. And to jazz 
buffs, the result is an extraordi­ 
nary comment on the times. 


Brubeck, trim and modishly 
dressed, arrived this week for a 
three-w eek 
engagem ent 
at 
Rockefeller Center’s Rainbow 
Grill. 
The 
group 
had 
just 
completed a highly successful 
run in Colorado and plans as its 
next stop a 
Carribean 
jazz 
cruise. 
Brubeck, now 54, was the 
first jazz artist to perform at a 
White House state function, and 
the first jazz perform er to sell 
more than a million records as 
a single (“Take Five” ). 
But perhaps most im portant, 
it was probably Dave Brubeck, 
more than any other perform er, 
who introduced a generation of 
whites 
to 
the 
black-music 
medium of jazz. 
The Dave Brubeck Quartet, 
with Paul Desmond on sax and 
Joe Morello on drums, toured 
as many as 250 college cam pus 
a year in the 1950’s and early 
'60’s. 
They 
played 
at 
high 
schools 
too 
and 
helped 
in­ 
troduce to suburbia the sounds 
the ghetto knew well. 
It was not that Brubeck, who 
is white, was an im itator. He 
had taken his own classical 
background and merged it with 
jazz. 
“Take Five,” “Blue Rondo” 
and other Brubeck hits of the 
past are included in the group’s 
repertoire —but a new twist

SAFE AND HAPPY BIKING 
The Rushville police department is in a continuing 
effort to keep bike riders alive and uninjured. This effort 
is directed not only toward children and motorists, but to 
adults, as well. Every year more and more adults are 
taking to the two-wheelers not only for the exercise, but 
because biking is fun, and it saves gasoline in getting the 
rider from point to point. 


To help along a little in the safety program, we have 
run stuff provided by the departments safety education 
director, Ron Cameron, and the chief of police, Robert 
Miller, from time to time. 


This week Detective Cameron provided a Bike Safety 
Quiz, along with some other good ideas in regard to safe 
biking. We suggest our readers take the quiz and see how 
they can score. Take the answers you have chose, and 
leave them for Officer Cameron at the Rushville Police 
Station. The winning prize for a high score could be your 
life: 


BIKE SAFETY QUIZ 
(I). The sm art bike rider wears (dark) (light) colored 
clothing when riding after dark? 
2. The safe bike rider (slows down) (stops) when ap­ 
proaching an intersection, which is marked STOP. 
3. When bike riders, ride in a group they should ride (3 
abreast) (no more than 2) abreast. 
4. A red, eight sided sign means to (slow down) (stop). 
5. A bike rider should always ride (against) (with) the 
traffic. 
6. Clinging, to, or hitching a ride, by grabbing hold of a 
motor vehicle (is OK and fun if you know how) (is very 
dangerous and against the Law.) 
7. A regular bicycle can safely (carry one rider) (no 
more than three). 
8. When approaching an intersection a bike rider should 
(look but not stop, because it takes too much time) 
(STOP, LOOK & Listen, because it only takes a couple 
seconds and is much safer and It’s the Law.) 
9. A bicycle rider (should not try stunts or tricks until he 
practices) (should never do tricks or stunts on his or her 
bike, it is very dangerous). 
10. When riding my bike in the alley (I) don’t have to 
watch for cars) (I have to be careful, because cars use the 
alley also.)

C reator,

A Hoosier newsman returned 
to the state twice in recent 
weeks to receive long overdue 
honors. 
Accustomed to operating 
behind the scenes for so many 
years, few Indiana residents 
even recognize the name of Max 
L. Friedersdorf. He was named 
man of the year by Republican 
Mayors of the state, and 
received an honorary doctorate 
as the commencment speaker at 
Franklin College. 
F riedersdorf was a 
1952 
graduate of the college and has 
an earned m aster’s degree in 
journalism. He was city editor 
of the defunct Franklin Evening 
Star and di da stint on the 
Indianapolis News before going 
to 
W ashington 
as 
ad 
ministrative assistant to Fifth 
District Congressman Richard 
Roudebush. 
When Roudy received the 
Republican nomination for U.S. 
Senate, Max made a stab at 
winning the nomination to 
Congress from the District, but 
failed to receive his former 
boss’s support in the crowded 
field. He resigned prior to the 
unsuccessful senatorial cam ­ 
paign, and had a short stint as 
assistant on the staff of Second 
D istrict Congressman E arl 
Landgrebe. 
He served a year in the Office 
of Economic Opportunity before 
being named as a legislative 
assistant for former President 
Richard Nixon in 1971. Serving 
under the direction of E. H. 
Halderm an. 
Max 
was 
a 
legislative 
assistant for 
the 
President in the House of 
Representatives, unscathed by 
the Watergate controversy. 
Gerald 
Ford retained 
the 
talented newsman 
with his 
intim ate knowledge of the 
workings of Congress, and in­ 
creased his area of respon­ 
sibility. 
He 
acted 
as 
Presidential representatives on 
a Congressional visit to Red 
China, and recently was named 
chief congressional lobbyist by 
the President. In this capacity, 
Max supervises a staff of eight 
presenting the presidential 
legislative program 
to 
both 
chambers of Congress. 
Accustomed to standing just 
out of the limelight, Max is 
receiving 
honors 
seldom 
bestowed upon those operating 
behind the scene, and they are 
long overdue. It couldn’t happen 
to a nicer Hoosier. 
Close guarded secrets are 
attendance figures for the 
Kentucky 
Derby 
and 
the 
Indianapolis 500 mile race, with 
both laying some claim to the 
largest sports audience for a 
single event. Most consider the 
Hoosier race slightly above the 
Louisville event in total spec­ 
tator interest. 
It is possible to make an 
educated guess estimate total 
attendance. The Speedway 
admits to having more than 


235,000 permanent seats, plus 
another 10,000 or more tem ­ 
porary folding chairs used in­ 
boxes. The infield crowd on race 
day should be near the 100,000 
figure, with total attendance 
well over the 300,000 mark. 
With only one race per year, 
the Speedway is able to attract 
high-priced help at a minimum 
cost. Working around this year’s 
event, I saw Raymond Sanders, 
State 
Commissioner 
of 
A dm inistration. One of the 
annual Firefighters at the tract, 
receiving unfavorable publicity 
in past years for spraying foam 
on a spectator, works in the 
Office of the State Insurance 
Commissioner. 
State Police, City and County 
law 
enforcem ent 
officers, 
would be unable to extend 
cooperation on the same scale 
for 
m any 
events. 
Nearby 
residents, 
ham pered 
in 
movements for nearly a month 
by passing traffic, wouldn’t 
stand still for a series of similar 
events.

Also found were two plastic 
bags containing womens’ clo­ 
thing, a library card issued to a 
missing Toledo, Ohio, girl, and 
an empty shellbox, authorities 
said.

“ Most hom eow ners will be 
shocked w hen

A qualified dealer should be 
able to determ ine your needs 
from this inform ation, using 
guides which take the above 
factors into account. 
If there is a question between 
a unit slightly undersized and 
one a bit over the capacity 
needed, Ring recom m ends the 
sm aller.

too-large 
unit 
som etim es will not do a proper 
job of hum idifying. Arid con­ 
trolling the hum idity is im por­ 
tant to co m fo rt,” he said. 
Discussing the high-efficiency 
air-conditioners 
designed 
to 
save energy, Ring explained 
they cost m ore to m ake and 
therefore a re m ore expensive to 
buy (and m ay be physically 
larg er). H ow ever, they cost less 
to operate than a com parable 
capacity stan d ard model be­ 
cause they use less electricity 
to do the sam e cooling job.
